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Large Donations Needed To 
Pay For New Skating Rink 


Good progress has been made on 
the first project of Didsbury’s Me- 
morial Community Centre, the cov: 
ered skating rink, and the cement 
foundations have all been put in 
and actual work is now going ahead 
on the building, which it is hoped 
to have partially completed in time 
for this winter's skating. 

Material is now on hand, or being 
shipped, to put up the main part of 
the building, but the sad part of the 
whole set-up is that the committee 
in charge of the project hasn't suf- 
ficient funds at their disposal to pay 
for the work and material already 
contracted for, and with rising 
prices the building will now cost 
considerably more than originally 
estimated. 

The estimated cost of the new 
covered skating rink, when com- 
pleted, has been placed at approxi- 
mately $35,000. To date the com- 
mittee has raised $11,553.74. This 
is comprised of $6553.74 received 
from the previous drive, and $5,000 
from previous efforts of the Lions 
Club. This leaves about $24,000 
still to be raised by public subcrip- 
tion.

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CANADIAN POPULATION 
NOW OVER 12,500,000 


Canada’s population has been 
boosted over the 12,500,000 mark 
by a population gain of 275,000 
between June 1, 1946, and June 1, 
1947. 

This was disclosed by the Domin- 
ion Bureau of Statistics which esti- 
mated the June 1, 1947, population 
at 12,582,000 compared with a 
population of 12,307,000 on the cor- 
responding date of 1946. The gain 
in the year was the largest numeri- 
cal increase for any year since Con- 
federation. 

The increase since the last Dom- 
inion-wide census was taken in 
1941 was 1,075,000, a gain of more 
than nine per cent. All provinces 
except Prince Edward Island show- 
ed higher population figures in 
1/1947 than they did in 1946. The 
}Island’s population remainer un- 
changed at 94,000.

Prices for Registered and Certi- 
fied seed for this year have been 
established. Seed growers, repre- 
sentatives of Crop Improvements 
Associations, such as the “Crop 
Testing Plan” and others, which 
distribute seed at no profit to them- 
selves, representatives of Provincial 
Governments, and of the Dominion 
Plant Products Division, recently 
met and agreed upon uniform pric- 
es. The prices to be paid to seed 
growers have been increased over 
last year, based on the knowledge 
that Parliament will increase the 
price of wheat and make it retroac- 
tive for 1945 and 1946, but seed 
growers do not receive any partici- 
pation certificates from the Wheat 
Board, so they are obliged to add
